MEETING IN DAYTONA 


ADOPTS RESOLUTIONS 


DELEGATES PRESENT FROM VA- 


RIOUS TRADE BODIES ALONG 


THE 
EAST COAST—TO MEET 


NEXT AT NEW SMYRNA. 


It having been at various times In- 


sinuated that the Florida Coast Line 
Canal and Transportation company is 
using the various boards 
of trade 


along the East Coast to help sell its 
holdings to the Federal government, 
the committee which was appointed to 
doaft resolutions at the meeting held 
In Daytona Monday evening elimin- 
ated the possibility of future insinua- 
tions of this kind by resoluting for "a 
government-owned canal." regardless 
of how it is acquired. This leaves it 
open to urge the government to buy 
the present canal or build another, 
•whichever may be the most eco- 
nomical. 


The meeting held in the Halifax 


River Yacht club rooms Monday even- 
ing by delegates from 
the 
various 


trade bodies of cities and towns along 
the Florida East Coast for the purpose 
of furthering the movement for a gov 
eminent-owned canal along the East 
Coast of Florida evidenced deep in- 
terest in the 
project and probably 


marks the beginning of earnest and 
concerted action toward the desired 
end. 


This meeting was called pursuant 


to a plan adopted at a mass meeting 
held in St. Augustine in February, at 
which time it was proposed to ap- 
point committees of five members 
from each of the trade bodies in the 
towns along the coast interested in 
the improvement of the waterway, 
the chairman of each committee to be 
a member of a central or executive 
committee, and in conformance with 
this delegates were so appointed and 
Daytona was selected as the place of 
meeting. 


All the towns along the coast as far 


south as Fort Pierce were represented 
at the meeting. 
Stuart, West Palm 


Beach and Miami sent no delegates. 


The cities represented and 
their 


delegates were as follows: 


St. Augstine—Seth Perkins, Sr. 
Daytona—Col. C. M. Bingham, T. E.

A motion by Ben ford Deacon was 


adopted to the effect that the resolu- 
tions be referred to all commercial or- 
ganizations and city and town coun- 
cils on the East Coast with the re- 
quest that they be endorsed and the 
endorsement be sent to the secretary 
of the Atlantic Deeper Waterways as- 
sociation previous to September 22, 
1914. 


A resolution proposed by J. W. Ros- 


seter was also adopted asking all com- 
mercial bodies along the East Coast 
to get up full statistics of the tonnage 
of freight handled both by water and 
by rail for the purpose of being sub- 
mitted to the United States govern- 
ment and this was amended to have 
a copy of the statistics filed with the 
secretary. 


As there was some 
difference of 


opinion as to the full power and pur- 
pose of the meeting of Monday night, 
T. E. Fitzgerald moved that the sec- 
retary be requested to send for a copy 
of the minutes of the mass meeting 
held at St. Augustine and this motion 
was adopted. 


In addition to the delegates there 


were a number of interested citizens 
present from various points along the 
coast, including 
several 
gentlemen 


from Ormond which has no commer- 
cial organization. 


H I. Hamilton suggested that an- 


other meeting be held at New Smyrna 
three weeks from that night to sup- 
plement or continue the work accom- 
plished that evening and this was as- 
sured by the invitation of the presi- 
dent of the New Smyrna board of 
trade, J. H. Hibbard. to the delegates 
and friends of the movement to meet 
at New Smyrna at the time proposed 
by Mr. Hamilton.

of Fort Pierce the chair was asked to 
appoint a committee to draft suitable 
resolutions to be presented to mem- 
bers of congress and other govern- 
ment authorities and requesting that 
all boards of trade and other commer- 
cial bodies officially endorse the said 
resolutions or adopt similar resolu- 
tions. 


The chair appointed as this com- 


mittee C. F. Burgman, T. E. Fitzger- 
ald, H. I. Hamilton, M. M. Crozlor and 
A. B. Tull. A recess was then taken

Only Four Battleships Capable 


of Effective Work,

VER since the disastrous war 


with Japan the Russian navy 
has been considered to~be of 
little value by the other pow- 


ers. 
Until recently very little was 


done toward building up the sea de- 
fenses of the czar's empire, but at the 
present time there are four super- 
Dreadnoughts building, seven Dread- 
noughts. eight armored cruisers, six 
cruisers, 
forty-five 
destroyers and 


eighteen submarines, a total of eighty- 
eight vessels in course of construction, 
01- almost twice as many as any otb- 
er country has planned.

Russia has a very large reserve list, 
which is drawn as follows: 


First— All the reservists of twenty- 


three whole governments and of sev- 
enty-one districts in fourteen other 
governments. 


Second.— Part of the reservists of 


nine districts of four governments. 


Third.— The naval reservists in sixty- 


four districts of twelve Russian gov- 
ernments and one Finnish government 


Fourth.— The time expired Cossacks 


of the territories of Don, Knban, Terek. 
Astrakhan, Orenburg and Dral. 


Fifth. — A corresponding number of 


reservist officers of the medical and 
veterinary services, in addition to 
needful horses, wagons and transport 
service* in the governments and dis 
trict* thus mobilized. 


Gun* of the Navy. 


The standard guns in the Russian 


fleet are as follows: 


The twelve Inch of 40 calibers; 


weight, fifty-nine tons; muzzle velocity. 
2,500 foot seconds; muzzle energy, 32, 
000 foot tons. This piece has a nom- 
inal penetration of fifteen and one-half 
inches Krupp cemented at 3,000 yards 
with capped A. P. shell, the same as 
that of the United States Mark III 
tea inch, built for the Washington 
class. It is mounted in the old battle- 
ship Czarevitch. 
For the Borodino 


class a sixty-four ton twelve inch has 
been designed, but It is 
doubtful 


whether it exists as yet 
It has the 


same velocity (service), but fires a 
1,200 pound projectile Instead of a 732 
pound one, and it has a corresponding- 
ly Increased energy. The nominal ve- 
locity is 3,000 foot seconds. 


TI.e Poltava Class. 


The Poltava class, the Slssol Veliky 


and all other battleships carrying 
twelve Incb guns, down to and includ- 
ing the Smope, carry a 35 caliber 
twelve incli gun. Its weight is fifty- 
six tons; its Initial velocity, 1,042 foot 
second (service); energy, 19,200 foot 
tons: siit'll. 732 pounds. It is, of course, 
an old t.vi><* Run. Its penetration is 
for a twelve inch gun very swill. The 
velocity is i>oor, and the piece is con- 
siderably Inferior to the twelve inch 
guns of other powers. The rate of fire 
of this piece is slow. 


A more powerful piece and a better 


gun Is the ten Inch of 45 caliber, car- 
ried by the Peresvlet class and the 
Apraksin and Rostlslav. 


The Qangut Class. 


The only really effective boats now 


in service are the four battleship* at 
the Gangut class. They are the Qan- 
gut, Sevastopol, Petrapavlovsk and 
Poltava. 
These boats are 500 feet 


long and have a displacement of 23,- 
000 ton*. 
The armament is as fol- 


lows: Twelve 12 inch gam In pain In 
Ux turret*, sixteen 4.7 Inch 50 caliber 
guns, eight machine guns. 
Torpedo 


tubes, four submerged, one on either 
beam and one forward and one aft 


The next claw of battleship* are 


very much smaller, poorly armed and 
equipped and generally inefficient and 
ineffective. 
In tb* next class are 


some of the boats which saw service 
in the Japanese war and have been 
raised, done over and slightly modern 
lied. The fact that these boats were 
In service nearly ten years ago and 
are still being used shows the dem»r 
allied condition of the Russian navy 
'One of the Interesting ships In the 
Baltic floet Is the Csarevltch. which 
escaped from the Japanese fleet at Port 
Arthur bf running into a Chin*** port 
from which she was release! after the 
Rusto-Japane** war was over. Reai 
Admiral Wlthoft, In command of the 
Russian fleet, was killed by a Japanese 
shell which struck the bridge of tbe 
Ctarevitcb. Daring th* early part of 
the fight th* main fir* of th* Japan*** 
was centered em tb* Caanrttck. 


Th* enlisted men in th* Butfan 


army ar* not so Ignorant, doll (nl] 
wooden w they ar* sometimes **. 
sqmed to be. Conscription, of course, 
brings all torts of men and all kinds 
of intellect Into th* service, but every 
effort to mad* by tbe officers of most 
regiments in Asiatic Russia to develop, 
tbe intelligence of the rank and me. 


The Cowackt, Russia's horsemen 


from tbe south'of tbe European part 
of the empire, arc numbered among 
tbe famous cavalrymen of th* world. 
They are splendid horsemen and good 
fighters, but their amenability to disci- 
pline Is doubted. The average "sotnia" 
or troop is more like a happy family 
than a military organisation. Tbe Cos- 
sack can be led with ease, but he |g 
hard to drive. During the Boxer out- 
break in Manchuria this fact was dis- 
covered by Russian generals unfamiliar 
with the bundling of these people only 
after they had sustained some serious 
reverses. 


"It is a mistake to make the Cossack 


a landed proprietor." said a Russian 
officer. "As he becomes more and more 
prosperous he loses his military quail- 
ties because he naturally does not care 
to leave his farm 'and perhaps never 
see it again. A Cossack should be a), 
lowed to own nothing except his horse, 
his saddle and his weapons." 


Czar's Men Good Cumpaigmr*. 


If there is one thing in which the 


Russian army excels It is marching. 
Lord Roberts,' famous march to Cau- 
dahar has been equaled over and over 
again by tbe czar's troops in their Cen- 
tral Asian campaigns. When Genera! 
Eouropatkin marched a force of Tur- 
kestan troops to Join Skobeleft in an 
attack on the Turcomans he and bis 
men were swallowed up in an un- 
known trackless desert for twenty-six 
days, yet they covered over forty miles 
a day and marched in at the end of the 
time hi perfect military order without 
a single man sick or fallen out It was 
a wonderful feat, but it was not re- 
garded in Russian military circles as 
being anything extraordinary. 


Although the Russian soldier is said 


to be brutal and has a tendency 
to commit massacres like that at Bla- 
govestchensk, in which thousands of 
defenseless 
Chinese neutrals, men, 


women and children were brutally 
slaughtered during the Boxer troubles, 
he is nevertheless a good fellow, who 
gets along admirably with the people 
among whom he is campaigning or is 
quartered. If he does not kill his en- 
emy he makes a friend of him by his 
rough camaraderie and 
overflowing 


good nature. 


Money Appropriated For Army. 


In recent years, after the Russo-Jap- 


anese war. the government baa paid 
close attention to the matter of equip- 
ping the army for war. 
In a speech 


before the duma In 1913 M. Vegineff, 
chairman of the committee on arma- 
ments, did not hesitate to declare that 
"tbe uncalled for and unexampled ef- 
forts which a friendly neighboring 
state is making to develop her military 
strength" demanded an explanation to- 
be made to the duma, and be called 
upon General Mlkhnevlch to explain 
to the deputies what steps Russia was 
taking to restore the disturbed balance 
of power. 


General Mlkhnevlch stated that the 


activity of the military department 
was now, as ever, directed to main* 
taming the army's readiness for war. 
During the last few years they hart 
given evidence of their care by the Ur- 
iah building of fortresses. It bad been 
decided to provide the howitzer divi- 
sions of the army with new howitzers 
and the infantry with machine guns. 


Proceeding, the chief of the general 


staff announced the measures which 
the ministry of war had taken with 
the object of facilitating the rapid 
mobilization and transport of the army 
as well us of perfecting the intelli- 
gence and aviation branches. Tbe min- 
istry had, in accordance with the 
wishes of the duma, gone Into the 
question of the building of roads on 
the western frontier of the empire, 
and a plan for tbe construction of a 
network of railways for strategic pur- 
poses was being elaborated. This bad 
been affected by the happenings in 
the Balkans, which had forced all na- 
tions to test the condition of their mil- 
itary power. 


The ministry, said General Mikne- 


vlch. bad taken measure* to provide 
everything necessary to secure the 
army's readiness for war. Tbe mili- 
tary department had already drawn 
up a bill providing for a considerable 
strengthening of the Russian military 
forces—the formation of new bodies 
of Infantry and cavalry and other arms 
as well as tbe reorganization of the- 
fleld artillery in tbe direction of tbe in- 
crease of the number of guns of the 
field artillery of tbe army corps. 


These measures and others, added, 


the chief of tbe general staff, impos- 
ed great sacrifice* of men and money 
on the fatherland. The military de- 
partment was thankful to the duma 
for granting Its demand* and for giv- 
ing the means to meet th* fresh de- 


In th* future, however, yet further 


and greater grant* would bav* to be 
tsked for. The ministry for war hoped 
that th* duma would co-operate with 
th* military department In ttrraRtuen 
Ing tb* army HO lu to ennnfethe whole 
strength of the country to be devel- 
oped for the defense of the fatherland 
and tbe protection of pMtrr.

of smaller fighting vessels, torpedo 
boat destroyers, torpedo boats, gun- 
boats, coast defense ships, coaling 
ships and oil tank vessels, mine layers, 
submarines, etc. Of torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, small, speedy vessels good 
tot fighting off torpedo boat attacks 
on the larger units of the fleet and for 
expeditionary work, she has 191, with 
thirty-eight more building at the be- 
ginning of 1914. She has 109 torpedo 
boats, with none under construction, 
twenty-eight torpedo vessels and one 
building. Eight scout ships are In com 
mission. In submarines now in active 
service she has sixty-four, nine less 
than France, but the latter power, In 
alliance with Great Britain, has only 
right under way while the British have 
begun twenty-two.

MEETING IN DAYTONA 


ADOPTS RESOLUTIONS 


DELEGATES PRESENT FROM VA- 


RIOUS TRADE BODIES ALONG 


THE 
EAST COAST—TO MEET 


NEXT AT NEW SMYRNA. 


It having been at various times in- 


sinuated that the Florida Coast Line 
Canal and Transportation company is 
using the various boards 
of trade 


along the East Coast to help sell Its 
holdings to the Federal government, 
the committee which was appointed to 
doaft resolutions at tbe meeting held 
In Daytona Monday evening elimin- 
ated the possibility of future insinua- 
tions of this kind by resoluting for "a 
government-owned canal." regardless 
of how it is acquired. This leaves it 
open to urge the government to buy 
the present canal or build another, 
•whichever may be the most eco- 
nomical. 


The meeting held in the Halifax 


River Yacht club rooms Monday even- 
ing by delegates from 
the 
various 


trade bodies of cities and towns along 
the Florida East Coast for the purpose 
of furthering the movement for a gov 
eminent-owned canal along the East 
Coast of Florida evidenced deep in- 
terest in the 
project and probably 


marks the beginning of earnest and 
concerted action toward the desired 
end. 


This meeting was called pursuant 


to a plan adopted at a mass meeting 
held in St. Augustine in February, at 
which time it was proposed to ap- 
point committees of five members 
from each of the trade bodies in the 
towns along the coast interested in 
the improvement of the waterway, 
the chairman of each committee to be 
a member of a central or executive 
committee, and in conformance with 
this delegates were so appointed and 
Daytona was selected as the place of 
meeting. 


AH the towns along the coast as far 


south as Fort Pierce were represented 
at the meeting. 
Stuart, West Palm 


Beach and Miami sent no delegates. 


The cities represented and 
their 


delegates were as follows: 


St. Augstine—Seth Perkins, Sr. 


maneut free and open waterway can 
be secured and we hereby express our 
selves unqualifiedly in favor of gov 
eminent ownership of a canal from 
the St. John river near Mayport via 
St. Augustine to Miami. 


Resolved, That we call upon all or- 


ganizations concerned In a movement 
Slaving above

agressive campaign to influence gov- 
ernment action to accomplish said ob- 
ject.

A motion by Ben ford Deacon was 


adopted to the effect that the resolu- 
tions be referred to all commercial or- 
ganizations and city and town coun- 
cils on the East Coast with the re- 
quest that they be endorsed and the 
endorsement be sent to the secretary 
of the Atlantic Deeper Waterways as- 
sociation previous to September 22, 
1914. 


A resolution proposed by J. W. Ros- 


seter was also adopted asking all com- 
mercial bodies along the East Coast 
to get up full statistics of the tonnage 
of freight handled both by water and 
by rail for the purpose of being sub- 
mitted to the United States govern- 
ment and this was amended to have 
a copy of the statistics filed with the 
secretary. 


As there was some 
difference of 


opinion as to the full power and pur- 
pose of the meeting of Monday night, 
T. E. Fitzgerald moved that the sec- 
retary be requested to send for a copy 
of the minutes of the mass meeting 
held at St. Augustine and this motion 
was adopted. 


In addition to the delegates there 


were a number of interested citizens 
present from various points along the 
coast, including several 
gentlemen 


from Ormond which has no commer- 
cial organization. 


H I. Hamilton suggested that an- 


other meeting be held at New Smyrna 
three weeks from that night to sup- 
plement or continue the work accom- 
plished that evening and this was as- 
sured by the invitation of the presi- 
dent of the New Smyrna board of 
trade, J. H. Hibbard. to the delegates 
and friends of the movement to meet 
at New Smyrna at the time proposed 
by Mr. Hamilton.

plained the origin of the meeting and 
then asked the will of the delegates. 


Through a motion by M. M. Crazier 


of Fort Pierce the chair was asked to 
appoint a committee to draft suitable 
resolutions to be presented to mem- 
bers of congress and other govern- 
ment authorities and requesting that 
all boards of trade and other commer- 
cial bodies officially endorse the said 
resolutions or adopt similar resolu- 
tions. 


The chair appointed as this com- 


mittee C. F. Burgman, T. E. Fitrger- 
ald, H. I. Hamilton, M. M. Crozlor and 
A. B. Tull. A recess was then taken 
while the committee drafted the fol- 
lowing resolutions which were adopted 
by the meeting:

noughts, eight armored cruisers, six 
cruisers,

destroyers and 


eighteen submarines, a total of eighty- 
eight vessels In course of construction, 
01- almost twice as many as any oth- 
er country has planned.

Russia has a very large reserve list, 
which is drawn as follows:

Gun* of the Navy. 


Tbe standard guns in the Russian 


fleet are as follows: 


The twelve Inch of 40 calibers; 


weight flfty-nlne tons; muzzle velocity. 
2,500 foot seconds; muzzle energy, 32, 
000 foot tons. This piece has a nom- 
inal penetration of fifteen and one-half 
inches Kruprj cemented at 3,000 yards 
with capped A. F. shell, the same as 
that of the United States Mark III 
tea Inch, built for the Washington 
class. It Is mounted in the old battle- 
ship Czarevitch. 
For the Borodino 


class a sixty-four ton twelve inch has 
been designed, but It is 
doubtful 


whether it exists as yet It has the 
same velocity (service), but fires a 
1,200 
pound projectile instead of a 732 


pound one. and it has a corresponding- 
ly increased energy. The nominal ve- 
locity is 3,000 foot seconds. 


TI.e Poltava Class. 


The Poltava class, the Sissol Veliky 


and all other battleships carrying 
twelve Inch guns, down to and Includ- 
ing the Si nope, carry a 35 caliber 
twelve Incli gun. Its weigbt is fifty- 
six tons; its Initial velocity, 1,042 foot 
second (service): energy, 19,200 foot 
tons: shell. 732 pounds. It is, of course, 
an old typf gun. Its penetration is 
for n twelve inch gun very swill. The 
velocity IK poor, and tbe piece Is con- 
siderably Inferior to the twelve inch 
guns of other powers. The rate of fire 
of this piece Is slow. 


A more powerful piece and a better 


gun Is the ten Inch of 45 caliber, car- 
ried by the Pereavlet class and the 
Apraksln and Rosttalav.

The only really effective boats now 


in service are the four battleships of 
tbe Oangut class.

Russian army excels It Is marching 
Lord Roberts,' famous march to Cai 
dahar has been equaled over and ove 
again by the czar's troops in their Get 
tral Asian campaigns. When Genera 
Kouropatkin marched a force of Tui 
kestan troops to Join Skobeleff in a 
attack on the Turcomans he and bl 
men were swallowed up In an uu 
known trackless desert for twenty-st 
days, yet they covered over forty mile 
a day and marched in at the end of th 
time to perfect military order withou 
a single man sick or fallen out It wa 
a wonderful feat, but it was not re 
garded in Russian military circles a 
being anything extraordinary. 


Although the Russian soldier Is sail 


to be brutal and has a tendenc; 
to commit massacres like that at Bla 
govestchensk, in which thousands o 
defenseless 
Chinese neutrals, men 


women and children were brutall; 
slaughtered during the Boxer troubles 
he is nevertheless a good fellow, whc 
gets along admirably with the peopli 
among whom he is campaigning or L 
quartered. If he does not kill his en 
emy he makes a friend of him by hi: 
rough camaraderie and 
overflowinf 


good nature. 


Money Appropriated For Army. 


In recent years, after the Russo-Jap 


anese war. the government baa pal< 
close attention to the matter of equip 
ping the army for war. 
In a speed 


before the duma In 1913 M. Vegineff 
chairman of the committee on anna 
ments, did not hesitate to declare thai 
"the uncalled for and unexampled ef 
forts which a friendly neighborly 
state Is making to develop her military 
strength" demanded an explanation t( 
be made to the duma, and he callec 
upon General Mikhnevich to explali 
to the deputies what steps Russia was 
taking to restore the disturbed balance 
of power. 


General Mikhnevich stated that th< 


activity of the military department 
was now, as ever, directed to main 
talning the army's readiness for war. 
During the last few years they hail 
given evidence of their care by the i»T 
ish building of fortresses. It had beer 
decided to provide the howitzer divi 
sions of the army with new howitzers 
and the infantry with machine guns. 


Proceeding, the chief of the general 


staff announced the measures which 
the ministry of war had taken with 
the object of facilitating the rapid 
mobilization and transport of the army 
as well us of perfecting the intelli- 
gence and aviation branches. The min- 
istry had, in accordance with the 
wishes of the duma, gone Into the 
question of the building of roads on 
the western frontier of the empire, 
and a plan for the construction of a 
network of railways for strategic pur- 
poses was being elaborated. This had 
been affected by the happenings In 
the Balkans, which had forced all na- 
tions to test the condition of their mil- 
itary power. 


The ministry, said General Mlkne- 


vlcb. bad taken measure* to provide 
everything necessary to secure the 
army's readiness for war. The mili- 
tary department had already drawn 
np a bill providing for a considerable 
strengthening of the Russian military 
forces-the formation of new bodies 
of Infantry and cavalry and other arms 
a* well a* the reorganization of the- 
fleld artillery In the direction of the in- 
crease of the number of gun* of the 
field artillery of the army corps. 


These measure* and others, added, 


th* chief of the general staff. Impos- 
ed great sacrifice* of men and money 
on th* fatherland. Th* military de- 
partment wa* thankful to the dnma 
for granting Its demand* and for giv- 
ing th* means to me*t th* fresh de-

German Women Collegians. 


During the last six years the nnm 


her of women students at the German 
universities has nearly quadrupled. In 
the winter of 1908, when the doors of 
German universities were first fully 
thrown open to women, there were 
1,1-08 women students enrolled; today 
there are 3,«85 women taking regular 
courses and as many more who are 
attending lectures.
